BURSTS INTO FLAMES 


Seventy-five Persons. M ostly W om en 


and Children, Are Burned or 


Otherw ise Seriously Injured 


by Flying Fragm ents. 
Baltimore, July 2.—The large naval 
dirigible C-8, commanded by Lieut. N. 
J. Learned, with a crew of six men 
and two passengers, bound from Cape 
May. N. J., to Washington, exploded 
with great force just after landing at 
Camp Holabink: near this city, to ad­ 
just rudder trouble. 
The explosion shook the cantonment 
and the eastern section of the city. 
The 
balloon 
instantly 
burst 
into 
flames. Shooting flames and bits of 
blazing fragm ents scattered over the 
crowd of nearly 2U0 persons, many of 
whom were blown partly across the 
field. 
Blam ed to Rapid G as Expansion. 
Seventy-five persons, mostly women 
and children, were burned or other­ 
wise injured. 
None of the officers or 
crew of the C-8 was hurt. 
They were 
at work on the disabled rudder when 
the explosion occurred. 
According to 
the commander, the explosion is be­ 
lieved to have been due to rapid ex­ 
pansion caused by heat. The bug con­ 
tained more gas than was required, 
after descending from a colder alti­ 
tude. 
Some 
of 
the 
persons, 
including 
Camp Holt bird men. who were near 
the dirigible were blown 20 or 30 feet 
by the concussion. Houses a mile away 
were shaken and windows broken. The 
air was filled with gas fumes. 
The 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Cank. 
half a mile from the scene, looked like 
a tornado had struck it. 
Door and 
window frames were twisted Window 
panes were broken. There were burned 
m arks all over the house. Mrs. Cank 
who was on the second Moor, was- 
feverely injured. 
20 Kept in Hospital. 
Belief was organized Immediately 
from the ('am p Holahird hospital and 
60 persons went there to have their 
wounds 
dressed,

Joseph 
Stack.

The explosion 
blew them out of their cart and threw 
them some distance. 
It threw the 
pony to the earth violently. The pony 
was burned about the body.

As the subject of .alfalfa is im p o rt­ 
ant to the farm ers of this county and 
the ’’roper cultivation thereof equally 
im portant. I enclose a le tter recently 
received from Col. Freem an Thorp 
that suggests where some

farm ers may have failed to get prop­ 
er results. 
The little patch I p lanted at the 
left of the courthouse en trance in 
1915 was planted in drills as recom­ 
mended by Col. Thorp th a t has stood 
th e test of cold w inters w ithout a t­ 
tention and testifies to its hardiness. 
That was Inoculated and th e genuine 
G rim m seed.

Bowling 
Green, 
With 
Its 
Ancient 
Fence, W ill Again Become Show­ 
place of New York. 


Modern New York will probably bet­ 
ter 
appreciate 
Its 
Bowling 
Green 
fence, recovered and restored to view 
by the Broadway association, for the 
Incidental publicity of the restoration. 
When the fence wa* new, 
Bowling 
Green was an Important part of the 
town, and the New Yorker* of 1770 
considered It well worth while to Im­ 
port the fence from England and pay 
CHOO for It. One Is reminded that, short­ 
ly before the fence was put up. the loy­ 
al citizen*. grateful for the repeal of 
the Stump act, had adorned Bowling 
Green with a leaden equestrian statue 
of George HI. 
For a while fence and 
statue stood there together; then the 
Revolution 
came. and the “Liberty 
Boys” pulled the statue from Its ped­ 
estal. 
The fence remained till 1914, 
minus the gilt crowns that the “Lib­ 
erty Boys*' had hammered off the tops 
of the fence posts, hut the famous park, 
lost In the growing city, was gradually 
neglected.
